You  find  it  hard  to  believe 
that  the  interesting  figures  and  j 
symbols  carved  into  the  stone 1 
walls  of  the  Temple  of  the  Cross  | 
date  back  well  over  a thousand  j 
y-ears.  You  reach  out  and  touch  J 
it's  carved  surface,  half . expect- 1 
ing  to  feel  a heartbeat,  the  faint  I 


heartbeat  of  that  Ancient  Amer- 
ican culture.  You  can  almost 
hear  the  age  stained  walls  whis- 
per of  the  past. 

“Why  is  it  called  the  Temple 
of  the  Cross?”- 

In  1840  an  American  named 
John  L.  Stephens,  while  search- 
ing through  the  temple  ruins, 
discovered  a large  carving  in  its 
upper  sanctuary.  Time  had  been 
very  kind  for  all  the  figures  of 
the  carving  were  still  clear  and 
perceivable.  Its  art  was  exquis- 
ite. To  the  astonishment  of  many 
there  in  the  very  center  of  the 
carving  was  a perfect  cross. 
Thus  the  temple  became  known 
as  the  Temple  of  the  Cross  and 
the  carving  to  this  day  is  referr- 
ed to  as  the  Tablet  of  the  Cross. 

Its  discovery  caused  a great 
amount  of  interest  and  confus- 
ion. No  one  could  explain  how 


the  symbol  of  the  cross  coul  ‘ . 
in  an  ancient  Mayan  car’ 
dating  643  A.D.  After  ca; 
study  archeologists  agreed 
it  wasn't  a cross  as  we  t 
think  in  reference  to 
Christ,  but  a conventiona 
representation  of  the  Tre- 
Life,  which  was  the  prin- 
art  symbol  used  in  ancient 
die  America.
